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DENTAL CIVIL WAR 
IN GEORGIA—A REPLY 


by RALPH R. BYRNES, D.D.S.* 


In ORAL HYGIENE FOR July, 1939, 
there appeared an article en- 
titled DENTAL CIVIL WAR IN GEOR- 
gia, in which an attack was made 
upon the College, which is the 
alma mater of the majority of 
the members of the dental pro- 
fession practicing in the south- 
eastern states, and upon the mo- 
tives of those who direct its poli- 
cies. Through its columns, this 
magazine now makes it possible 
for the other side of the case to be 
stated. The article to which this 
reply! is addressed was written

'This article has the approval of the 
Executive Committee of the Board of 
Trustees of the Atlanta-Southern Den- 
tal College, which is composed of Doc- 
tors Sheppard W. Foster, Ralph R.

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by a member of, and endorsed by 


‘members of, the Judicial Com- 


mittee of the Fifth District Den- 
tal Society of.Georgia. 

The Fifth District Dental So- 
ciety is not affiliated with or rec- 
ognized by organized dentistry. 
Its charter as a component so- 
ciety of the Georgia Dental As- 


sociation was revoked by the 


latter on May 18, 1937. This ac- 
tion was affirmed by the Judicial 
Council of the American Dental 
Association at its 1937 meeting, 
which decision was in turn ap- 
pealed by the Fifth District Den- 
tal Society to the House of Dele- 
gates of the American Dental As- 
sociation, and the action of the 
Georgia Dental Association was 
affirmed by the House of Dele- 
gates, with finality. 
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The Atlanta-Southern Dental 
College was formed by a merger 
of its immediate predecessors, the 
Atlanta Dental College and the 
Southern Dental College. It rep- 
resents more than fifty years of 
dental education in Georgia. Its 
first charter, like that of many 
institutions of that period, was 
eranted it as a private or stock 
corporation. It continued as such 
from the granting of that char- 
ter in 1917 until March 1, 1926, 
when the new institution came 
into existence. In 1926, it was in- 
corporated under the laws of 
Georgia without capital stock or 
stockholders and its charter ex- 
pressly forbids the distribution of 
profits to individuals; in other 
words, its charter is granted in 
the same form and under the 
same statute as that which pro- 
vides for the incorporation of 
universities. 

The quotation contained in the 
article to which this reply is ad- 
dressed, from Bulletin Number 
Nineteen, on “Dental Education 
in the United States and Can- 
ada,” issued by the Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement 
of Teaching during the year 1926, 
refers to the old institution, the 
stock corporation. The article 
failed to quote from the “Appen- 
dix: Section B,” appearing on 
page 638 of the same Bulletin, as 
follows: 

Atlanta-Southern, page 310: On 
March 1, 1926, the School was re- 
chartered and reorganized as a non- 


proprietary institution by a corpo- 
ration of twenty-four “founders.” 


Title to all of the properties is now 
vested in a Board of Trustees hav- 
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ing seven members. Under the term; 
of the charter, the “corporation shal] 
have no capital stock and shall not 
be conducted for pecuniary gain o 
profit to any one, but its sole pwr. 
pose shall be to give, promote, and 
extend instruction and education ip 
dentistry, and to encourage and pro- 
mote research and study in al 
branches of learning, arts, and 
sciences relating to dentistry ... Al) 
receipts from tuition or otherwise 
shall be applied exclusively to the 
maintenance of the institution, and 
no profit shall be derived from the 
operation, business, or property of 
the college by the corporation, or any 
of its officers or trustees .. . If for 
any reason ... this corporation shall 
cease to... function as a dental col- 
lege .. . the Board of Trustees... 
shall, after the payment of all legal 
obligations . . . devote any fund or 
funds, or property ... to any insti- 
tution or organization which, in 
their opinion, is contributing to the 
education of dental students, or the 
advancement of learning in the den- 
tal profession . . . The Dental Edu- 
cational Council of America rated 
the School Class A, as of August 1. 
ae. 

In another portion of this ar- 


ticle it is stated, “bonds had been 
sold to men of no connection with 
the College and these bonds were 
paying a neat 9 per cent on each 
original $100.00 investment.” In 
litigation instigated against the 
College by these same men, the 
Supreme Court of Georgia (Vol- 
ume 183, Georgia Reports, @ 
page 634, 189 Southeastern Re- 
porter 254, decided December 15, 
1936), after reviewing the facts 
disclosed by the evidence in that 
case, says: 

The net assets and properties of 
the former stock corporation at the 
time it surrendered its charter and 
its properties to the present college 
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were variously estimated by wit- 
nesses. The lowest estimate was net 
valuation of around $172,500; other 
estimates were much higher than 
that. Hence with a capital stock of 
$50,000, each of the 500 shares of 
stock would be worth not less than 
$300. The stock holders sold to the 
defendant ... all these properties, 
taking in payment therefor, not 
cash, but bonds of the defendant... 
aggregating less, in their face value, 
than the value of the stock, to wit, 
$150,000 or 1,500 bonds of $100 each, 
maturing in twenty years and bear- 
ing 3 per cent interest ... From the 
foregoing it is manifest that there 
is no foundation for the conten- 
tion that this defendant ... was 
organized in bad faith and for the 
purpose of increasing profits to the 
shareholders; especially in view of 
the evidence, which is abundant, 
that the salaries paid to the officers 
are not exorbitant when compared 
to the salaries paid in other dental 
colleges throughout this country. 
With regard to the charge con- 


tained in this article that this 
College is operated for financial 
gain, the decision of the Supreme 
Court of Georgia in the case cited 
is a sufficient reply. It held that 
the College was exempt from ad 
valorem taxation under the con- 
stitution and laws of the State 
of Georgia because “ ...no part 
of its property is used for pur- 
poses of private or corporate gain 
or income.” The Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States in an- 
other taxation case instigated 
against the College by these same 
men, ruled that the College “... 
is an educational institution, no 
part of the net revenue of which 
inures to the benefit of any pri- 
vate shareholder or individual.” 

Expert witnesses abundantly 
informed as to the facts incident 
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to the conduct of dental educa- 
tional institutions in the United 
States and Canada have testified, 
without contradiction, that the 
costs to patients in the Infirmary 
of the Atlanta-Southern Dental 
College were the lowest in the 
United States, even when charges 
were being made on an estimated 
cost basis, which included such 
items of expense as laundry, heat, 
lights, water, electric power, gas, 
janitors’ and maids’ wages, and 
other items of like character. In 
many operations the cost in the 
Atlanta-Southern Dental College 
was no more than one-third of the 
prevailing cost applied by other 
Class A dental colleges and the 
dental departments of compara- 
ble universities. The recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of 
Georgia to which reference is 
made in the article referred to 
(Volume I, Southeastern Re- 
porter, 2d series, page 750, de- 
cided March 8, 1939) did not in- 
volve any question of ethics 
whatsoever. Two judges of the 
Superior Court of Fulton County, 
at different times and in different 
cases, had held that in estimating 
the proper charges to be made 
to patients in the Infirmary of 
this institution, the College had 
a right to take into consideration 
such items as those to which ref- 
erence has been made here. 

It was the opinion of counsel 
for the College, and which fre- 
quently had been sustained by 
the Courts, that this procedure 
was in accordance with the laws 
of Georgia governing dentistry 
and regulating dental college 
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clinics. The Supreme Court of 
Georgia did not agree with this 
contention and held that, under 
the peculiar wording of the 
Georgia statute, no cost could be 
passed on to the patient except 
that of the bare cost of dental 
materials. The College immedi- 
ately complied with this inter- 
pretation of the law. The inevi- 
table result has been that every 
patient who comes to the Infirm- 
ary learns, as nearly as it can be 
estimated, the exact cost of ma- 
terials that are used by dentists 
in the practice of their profes- 
sion. In short, the decision mili- 
tates against the normal opera- 
tion of a dental college in con- 
formity with the usual practices 
prevailing throughout the United 
States and Canada without in 
any way benefiting the dental 
profession. It has increased the 
number of patients coming to the 
Infirmary, a logical sequence. It 
probably has resulted in a greater 
damage to the profession than 
ever could have ensued from the 
normal operation of the Dental 
College Clinic. 


Social Service System 


This is one of the few dental 
colleges in the United States or 
Canada, and perhaps the only 
one, which has a social service 
designed to deny admission to 
the Infirmary of any patient 
whose income would enable him 
to pay the reasonable charges of 
a practicing dentist for the work 
he desires to have done. This is a 
sufficient reply to the charge in 
this article that “dental bargain 
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hunters came in limousines.” In 
another portion of the article, it 
is charged that the College spon- 
sored the publication and dis- 
tribution of a students’ directory 
advertising the clinic. It is a fact 
well known to the dental profes- 
sion in Georgia by this time that 
the “Directory” was put out by 
an enterprising but misguided 
student who sought to make a 
little money thereby; and the 
College authorities did not know 
of its existence until after its 
distribution. Immediately upon 
learning that this “Directory” 


had been distributed, precau- § 


tions were taken to the end that 
there should be no repetition. 
Even so, this “Directory” con- 
tained no direct or indirect ad- 
vertisement of the Infirmary, 
and the slogan “Patronize the 
Advertisers” referred solely to 
the commercial business houses 
which had taken space advertis- 
ing their various products. It is 
not necessary that any dental 
college infirmary advertise; on 
the contrary it is necessary in 
this particular Infirmary that 
the College restrict rather than 
enlarge its patronage. Advertise- 
ment of the Infirmary would 
seem to be wholly inconsistent 
with the operation of the social 
service system which eliminates 
many desiring admission. 

No student receives or has ever 
received, with the approval or 
knowledge of any member of the 
faculty of this institution, any 
remuneration for the work that 
he does for the patient. In the 
making of such charges as have 
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been made, the College assumes 
the full responsibility. No student 
has been a party to any litigation 
growing out of the operation of 
this Infirmary. Therefore, the 
statement in the article referred 
to that unlicensed students of 
the College charge fees for their 
practice service is without foun- 
dation in fact. 

If the motives of the men who 
have made these attacks upon 
this institution had been merely 
to advance the quality of dental 
education and to remove “the 
commercial taint” from it, it 
would seem passing strange that 
one of the methods which they 
have in the past adopted, with- 
out success, has been their seek- 
ing to have the College taxed out 


_of existence. 
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The men whose names appear 
as having endorsed this attack 
upon the College were all, at one 
time or another members of the 
faculty of this institution or of 
one of its predecessors. Some of 
them were such when it was a 
private stock corporation. The 
author of the article was a stock- 
holder. 

That the methods adopted in 
these attacks, and the ethics un- 
derlying them, have not met 
with the approval of the dental 
profession in Georgia may be il- 
lustrated by the fact that the So- 
ciety for which they presume to 
speak has lost much of its mem- 
bership, and finds itself now 
without the pale.

BOOTLEG DENTISTRY 
IN CHICAGO 


FOR SOME TIME THE dental labora- 
tories serving the profession in 
the Chicago area have been sub- 
jected to what they consider un- 
fair competition by an increasing 
number of upstart laboratories 
that circumvent the dental law 
and sell dentistry. The owners of 
these laboratories put up adver- 
tising signs, run advertisements 
in the daily papers, and sell den- 
tures and dental service direct to 
the public. Dentists, particularly 
those in low-income areas, have 
also been complaining about los- 
ing their patients to these adver- 
tising laboratories. 

The problems of the dental 
laboratories in Chicago are com- 
plicated by the fact that only 165 
bona fide dental laboratories are 
listed in the classified advertis- 
ing directory. There are at least 
seventy-five additional fly-by- 
night concerns, many of which 
bootleg prosthetic service to pa- 
tients. In numerous instances 
these so-called laboratories oper- 
ate on a personal basis with the 
head of the one-man establish- 
ment making calls on the dentist 
and offering to take impressions 
or perform almost any service for 
the dentist, often in the dentist’s 
own office, at prices far below 
those asked by the legitimate 
laboratories. Officials of the Den- 
tal Laboratory Association have 
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found it impossible to control or 
check on the operations of these 
unlisted laboratories. They are 
really parasites on the estab- 
lished dental laboratories and 
the dental profession. They may 
set up shop in one place for thirty 
days, exhaust the neighborhood 
business and good will, then dis- 
appear, and bob up at a new loca- 
tion a little later. 

Of the 165 dental laboratories 
that are listed in the Chicago 
area, about ninety are second and 
third grade organizations. The 
remaining seventy-five are well- 
established, reliable concerns. 
Weeding out the undesirable lab- 
oratories unquestionably would 
improve conditions in this field, 
but there would still be no official 
method of checking on the com- 
petency of the individual tech- 
nicians employed. At present the 
Dental Laboratory Association is 
looking to the dental profession 
to set up and see that standards 
of competency are maintained 
for all laboratories and techni- 
cians. 

It has been well known for 
some time that between fifty and 
seventy-five companies masque- 
rading as dental laboratories, 
ostensibly set up to serve the pro- 
fession, are advertising their 
services and selling dentures di- 
rect to the public. In some cases 
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advertising dentists use a labo- 
ratory as a screen to protect 
them from being prosecuted un- 
der the terms of the Dental Prac- 
tice Act. Many of these adver- 
tising-to-the-public laboratories 
operate under two names, using 
one for the local trade, and the 
other for mail order business. 

An analysis of the advertise- 
ments that have been placed by 
fifteen of these advertising lab- 
oratories in Chicago newspapers 
and national magazines during 
the past year and a half shows 
that the menace of these rack- 
eteering concerns is increasing 
rather than diminishing. Here is 
the pattern of procedure that 
most of this particular group of 
laboratories follow in their ad- 
vertising and the conduct of 
their business. 

Basically the appeal of these 
companies is to the bargain- 
-Munting instinct. The “I Can Get 
It For You Wholesale” theme 
runs through all of their adver- 
tising. The public is invited to 
come right to our “Dental Fac- 
tory, open day and evening.” The 
offer of “Dental plates from the 
laboratory to you,” is also a 
tempting one that appeals to 
people who long to cut the profits 
of the “grasping middleman’— 
in this case the dentist. 

Once a customer, enticed by 
these advertisements offering 


“dental plates at $6.50 each,” gets 
inside the “dental laboratory,” 
he becomes the victim of familiar 
“come-on” tactics. First he is 
shown the $6.50 denture, and he 
realizes at once that it is some- 
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thing not fit to wear. Then a bet- 
ter and more expensive type of 
denture is brought out, and its 
advantages are pointed out so ef- 
fectively that he usually decides 
right there to pass over the $6.50 
denture for one that has a little 
more “class.” The salesman, ad- 
vancing cautiously on the pros- 
pect, next says to the customer. 
“Of course you understand that 
this price we are quoting is for 
the plate alone, and you'll have 
to have an impression taken. But 
that’s easy. Just go across the 
street to see Doctor B, and he'll 
do a good job for you in a hurry. 
We have a special arrangement 
with him, so he’ll take the im- 
pression for you at a very reason- 
able fee.” 

Doctor B takes the impression 
for the patient at a fee that 
ranges from $2.00 to $15.00, which 
is usually paid direct to him by 
the patient. Once the dentist has 
taken the impression, the labora- 
tory makes up the denture and is 
paid cash on delivery for the ap- 
pliance. The net result of this 
transaction is that the patient 
pays between $20.00 and $25.00 
for his denture, with only the re- 
motest possibility of obtaining 
the satisfaction he would have 
from the service of a reliable 
dentist. 

Dentists who connive in this 
way with Chicago “dental labo- 
ratories” have their own offices, 
which may be in the same build- 
ing as the laboratory, or located 
within a block or two. According 
to an official of the Dental Lab- 
oratory Association, there are be- 
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tween seventy-five and one hun- 
dred dentists connected up with 
laboratories in this fashion in the 
Chicago area. One woman, a pa- 
tient, reported that in the “den- 
tal laboratory” she visited she 
was given a list of thirty dentists 
from which she could choose any 
one that she wished to take her 
impression. Further she was as- 
sured that they were all licensed 
dentists. 

The initiative for the estab- 
lishment of a connection be- 
tween a dentist and a laboratory 
has come in many instances from 
the dentist. Under the terms of 
the Dental Practice Act of Illi- 
nois, a dentist may not advertise 
prices. Advertising dentists, seek- 
ing some loophole in this regu- 
lation, have turned to the dental 
laboratory, which is not subject 
to this restriction. By operating 
in this way under the guise of a 
dental laboratory many dentists 
have been able to circumvent the 
Illinois law and build up a profit- 
able business. Judging by the 
number of employees that these 
advertising dental laboratories 
and mail order dentists have, the 
Dental Laboratory Association 
has estimated that they are turn- 
ing out approximately 30 per 
cent of the dentures that are 
made in the Chicago area. 

“Probably one of the most se- 
rious results of the operation of 
these advertising dental labora- 
tories is that they ruin the price 
morale of the dentist,” the owner 
of one of the reputable Chicago 
laboratories said in commenting 
on the current situation. “When-

ever a dentist quotes a fee for a 
denture he has before him the 
$6.50 specter of the advertising 
laboratory. He wonders whether 
his patient has been reading 
these advertisements of bargain 
dentures. Fearing an unpleasant 
reaction, he hesitates to ask for 
his regular fee and, scarcely real- 
izing why he does it, he quotes a 
lower fee than he otherwise 
would.” 

“T have talked to one dentist,” 
the same man continued, “who 
told me that he had extracted 
the entire dentition of fourteen 
different patients, not one of 
whom had returned to have him 
supply the dentures. This den- 
tist said he had every reason to 
believe that most of these pa- 
tients had gone to the advertis- 
ing laboratories for their den- 
tures.” 

Although the majority of the 
complaints about the advertising 
laboratories taking away their 
patients have come from den- 
tists who practice in low-income 
areas, the barrage of advertising 
is such that patients in the 
higher economic levels are begin- 
ning to question the prices 
quoted by their own dentists for 
dentures and even to experiment 
with the factory type of den- 
tures. 

Naturally the reputable dental 
laboratories are affected by this 
racketeering element to the same 
extent as the dentist; that is to 
say, if a dentist-customer loses 
fourteen dentures, his laboratory 
loses them also. For the past year 
or more the Dental Laboratory 
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Association has been much ex- 
ercised over the growing menace 
of the advertising dental labora- 
tory. 

Finally the Association, acting 
upon what was considered good 
legal advice, attempted to cor- 
rect the situation by legislation. 
A bill was drawn up and intro- 
duced in the Illinois legislature, 
making it illegal for a dental 
laboratory of any kind to have 
any connection with the public, 
and providing for the licensing 
of dental laboratories and the 
registration of dental techni- 
cians. However, this proposed 
law has been abandoned upon 
the insistence of the representa- 
tives of organized dentistry, who 
felt that existing dental regula- 
tions, if properly enforced, were 
sufficient to correct the evil. 
Based upon the assurance that 
regulations in the Dental Prac- 
tice Act would be more vigorously 
enforced, the Dental Laboratory 
Association has deferred sup- 
porting the proposed bill. In 
other words, they have allowed 
the bill to be tabled until the Illi- 
nois legislature meets again in 
1941. In the meantime the of- 
ficials of the Dental Laboratory 
Association have announced that 
they will rely on the dental pro- 
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fession and the Dental Practice 
Act for the correction of abuses 
in dental laboratories. 

“The legitimate laboratories 
do not wish to do anything but 
work, within legal limits, on 
models furnished by licensed 
dentists and follow their instruc- 
tions,” one of the officers of the 
Association said. “If, however,” 
he continued, “the situation 
grows progressively worse, there 
is some possibility that dental 
laboratories, which are now op- 
erating legitimately will, in self- 
defense and in order to protect 
their investments, be forced to 
seek business direct from the 
public. I have also heard a num- 
ber of Chicago dentists say that, 
if conditions do not improve, 
they too will seek an alliance 
with dental laboratories in order 
to make a living.” 

If definite steps are not taken 
within the next two years to 
eliminate the fly-by-night lab- 
oratories that advertise to the 
public, more and more people 
will become accustomed to buy- 
ing dentures in a dental labora- 
tory, and it will be very difficult 
to train them to come back to the 
dental office and consult only the 
dentist on their denture prob- 
lems.

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AT WORK 


THE RESPONSIBILITY FOR the stand- 
ards of all dental service and for 
the protection of the public rests 
entirely with the dental profes- 
sion, in the opinion of Doctor 
Frank J. Hurlstone, Chairman 
of the law enforcement commit- 
tee of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety. “That is why we feel that it 
is necessary for the profession to 
supervise the work of dental lab- 
oratories and all allied dental 
groups,” he said recently in the 


- course of an interview on the cur- 


rent problems of the dental lab- 
oratories in Chicago. “We believe 
that the direct sale of dental 
service to the public through 
dental laboratories, without the 
supervision of a person properly 
trained in dental sciences, will 
have an adverse effect on the 
health of the public and in the 
end will lower the standards of 
dental service generally. We can- 
not be indifferent to the harm it 
will do to the practice and in- 
comes of ethical dentists. 

“The transaction between the 
laboratory and the dentist is a 
private contract, whether it in- 
volves the making of a denture, a 
bridge, or a porcelain jacket 
crown. In recent years, however, 
laboratory service has developed 
in the Chicago area into a propo- 
sition that is more or less com- 
plicated with commercialism. In

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cases where laboratories adver- 
tise that they sell dentures di- 
rect to the public or by mail, the 
distribution of this service has 
become strictly a business propo- 
sition based on allurement and 
merchandising. The well-known 
fact that you can sell merchan- 
dise of the poorest quality to the 
public, if you know how to pre- 
sent it effectively as a bargain, is 
being demonstrated daily.” 
Asked if he could account for 
the recent upsurge in the adver- 
tising of cheap dentures to the 
public, Doctor Hurlstone said: 
“Lately this tendency toward 
commercialism in a certain class 
of Chicago laboratories has been 
greatly stimulated by a prejudi- 
cial opinion of a district court 
judge, who held that selling den- 
tures by mail was not a scheme to 
defraud. Although this opinion 
has since been reversed by the 
United States Court of Appeals, 
it has already given encourage- 
ment to racketeering laborato- 
ries that want to sell dentistry 
direct to the public, and it has 
stepped up the activities of the 
advertising dentists.” 
Unsatisfactory laboratory con- 
ditions can in many instances be 
traced to dentists, according to 
Doctor Hurlstone. “There is no 
doubt,” he said, “that in many 
cases of violations of the Dental 
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Practice Act, there is usually col- 
lusion between a dentist and a 
laboratory technician. In one 
case we found that two out-of- 
state dentists came into Chicago 
and started a main laboratory 
employing technicians with in- 
ferior training. In a short time 
this laboratory expanded and 
established four additional places 
used for contracting for dental 
services. At these branches, sales 
girls, hired through employment 
agencies, sold dental appliances 
and restorations direct to the 
public just as they would any 
merchandise. In the case of a 
denture, a customer made his se- 
lection because he liked its pretty 
pink color or the white, pearly 
teeth. Of course, we all know how 
absurd it is to expect a layman 
to select a serviceable denture 
intelligently, judging by its ap- 
pearance. After the patient had 
selected his denture an unethical 
dentist was always available to 
take the impression and the bite. 
The denture, such as it was, was 
then finished in the central lab- 
oratory.” 

Commenting on the number of 
new dental laboratories that 
have been opened in the last year 
and a half, Doctor Hurlstone of- 
fered this explanation: 

“In our investigations, we 
found that a number of laymen 
with money have become inter- 
ested in dental laboratories, be- 
cause they have been told that 
there is plenty of profit to be 
made in this illegal racket. Some 
of these men have even given up 
their own legitimate business to 
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get into the dental laboratory 
game. The set-up in most con- 
cerns of this type consists of an 
impecunious dentist, a wealthy 
business man,and an unemployed 
laboratory technician. The busi- 
ness man has been sold on the 
proposition by being told that 
the cost of production of den- 
tures is very small in proportion 
to the sale price. When he learns 
that it is possible to make den- 
tures from the cheapest material 
obtainable at a cost of $1.25 and 
sell them for $15.00, he is im- 
pressed by the possibility of big 
profits, but he isn’t told about the 
hazards of the business.”’ 

Then the lawyer enters the pic- 
ture to assure the business man 
that he can proceed with im- 
punity. 
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“Shyster lawyers,” Doctor Hurl- 
stone said, “advise the prospec- 
tive laboratory owner that the 
Dental Practice .Act does not 
cover the dental laboratories 
and, as further encouragement, 
cite ‘the freedom of the press’ 
as his inalienable right to ad- 
vertise dental service. The den- 
tist, these lawyers tell him, is a 
monopolist who is protected by a 
license and his dental society, 
and in any litigation the dentist 
would eventually lose out. There- 
upon the layman puts up the 
money for the laboratory and, 
with the aid of some unscrupu- 
lous dentist and a laboratory 
technician, offers dental service 
and restorations by a licensed 
dentist at reduced fees. In most 
cases the technician is one who 
has been turned out by a legiti- 
mate laboratory as an incompe- 
tent. Either he is paid a meager 
salary or works on a commission 
basis. The dentist, who usually 
works in an office outside the lab- 
oratory, is paid from $2.00 up for 
taking the impression. The cost 
of constructing the denture in 
the laboratory is usually about 
$2.00.” 

In response to a question on 
the production possible in small 
laboratories, Doctor Hurlstone 
explained. 

“With the aid of a polisher and 
a plaster boy, an experienced 


technician can turn out fifty of 
these cheap cases in a day, or as 
many as 300 a week. These in- 
ferior dentures do not; measure 
up to professional standards and, 
if one of them fits a customer or 
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gives him satisfaction, it is just a 
rare accident. Until the public is 
completely enlightened on this, 
they will continue to patronize 
these racketeering laboratories 
as long as they are permitted to 
advertise. Although we know that 
it requires all the skill a compe- 
tent dentist has to fabricate den- 
tures properly, our patients do 
not all realize this. They see cut- 
rate dentures being advertised 
every day and begin to resent 
paying the fees we ask.” 

As to what is being done to cor- 
rect conditions locally, Doctor 
Hurlstone said, “Because people 
are gullible to the price appeal, it 
is up to the dental profession to 
try to protect them against those 
who are trying to build up a luc- 
rative business through misrep- 
resenting dental service. We feel 
that in Illinois the Dental Prac- 
tice Act covers the situation, but 
any law must have sustained ef- 
fort behind it to make it effec- 
tive. At present we are bringing a 
number of laboratory cases to 
trial, and we have also clarified 
certain provisions of our law by 
amendments incorporated at the 
recent session of the legislature. 
By these steps we hope to close up 
every loophole through which 
dentistry might be practiced il- 
legally in Illinois. 

“In our investigations of the 
advertising laboratories,’ Doctor 
Hurlstone continued, “we made 
some interesting discoveries 
about their mediums of advertis- 
ing. Not only does their advertis- 


ing appear on bill boards, in the 


daily newspapers and national 
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magazines, but it has recently 
been placed on the jackets of 
books circulating through lend- 
ing libraries. Much of the adver- 
tising in magazines and news- 
papers is misleading, not only in 
its statements, but in its illus- 
trations. For instance photo- 
graphs of smiling, attractive 
young girls are shown next to the 
$6.50 dentures, giving the im- 
pression that they are wearing 
these cheap dentures. In reality 
the girls are professional models 
and they have all their own 
teeth. 

“Another aspect of their ad- 
vertising that, in cooperation 
with the Dental Laboratory As- 
sociation, we are taking steps to 
correct has to do with the listing 
of ‘Dental Laboratories—For the 
Public’ in our classified city direc- 
tory. One of these laboratories 
lists eighteen branches strateg- 
ically located, for day or night 
service, in all parts of the city. If 
this separate grouping of ‘Dental 
Laboratories—For the Profession’ 
and those that serve the public 
were to continue, it would have 
a bad effect on the reputable 
dental laboratories. Suppose a 
person is not satisfied with the 
service he has received from one 
of these cheap laboratories. He 
may select another name at ran- 
dom from the list of laboratories 
serving dentists and call there. 
This means that the legitimate 
dental laboratory maybe tempted 
to give service direct to the pub- 
lic.” 
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In discussing the legal limits 
of the service given by dental lab- 
oratories for the profession, Doc- 
tor Hurlstone said: 

“There is a provision in our 
Dental Practice Act that permits 
only a limited amount of me- 
chanical service by a layman. In 
the making of dentures, for in- 
stance, it is up to the dentist to 
specify by order accompanying 
his models the design and mate- 
rials for the service to be ren- 
dered. The laboratory techni- 
cian is obliged by the law to fol- 
low these instructions. He should 
not suggest designs or materials. 
To fulfill his legal obligations the 
dentist also must handle every 
intra-oral phase of prosthesis. He 
should take the impression, re- 
cord jaw relations, select the 
teeth, fit and adjust the dentures, 
and be responsible for any need- 
ed repairs.” 

“Is it your opinion that den- 
tists in general handle their pros- 
thetic service in this manner?” 
Doctor Hurlstone was asked. 

“T know,” he replied, “that a 
great many dentists delegate 
part of the service, which they 
should render, to the dental labo- 
ratory, putting the technicians 
in the position of practicing den- 
tistry. That is why I believe the 
ultimate solution of this labora- 
tory question can be brought 
about only if the dental profes- 
sion polices the dentists as well 
as the laboratories and makes 
them live up to the standards 
established for them.” 
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CAN YOU AFFORD 
NOT TO DO IT?

WITH THE FACILITIES now readily 
available, it is easier for any den- 
tist, almost anywhere, to earn 
professional and financial suc- 
cess than ever before. By pro- 
fessional success I mean a prac- 
tice comfortably filled with pa- 
tients seeking service on a health 
basis. By financial success I mean 
enough net profit collected so 
that a dentist can live as becomes 
a professional man and can make 
provision for old age and illness 
and for his family when he dies. 

Do not fear that the best type 
of success will be selfish or un- 
ethical. It is more important to 
the public than words can easily 
make plain. The public needs for 
every dentist that kind of success. 
It is important to every other 
dentist. Every success of that 
quality elevates dentistry as a 
profession in the eyes of the pub- 
lic. That elevation is all we need 
to fill the offices of every compe- 
tent and conscientious dentist 
with patients. 

What can we do? Get out our 
code of ethics, trim off the barn- 
acles of interpretation,and put its 
inner spirit to work through us. 
Ethics is the science of the square 
deal. We can’t have a square deal 
only toward the persons in our 
chairs at the expense of every- 
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one else. A square deal includes 
our patients, ourselves, our fam- 
ilies and the community, which 
paid for part of our education 
and establishes and protects us 
through the legislature and the 
courts. 

We must realize that the best 
type of success is not to be 
achieved by sitting in our offices 
waiting for patients to be driven 
to us and by concentration on in- 
strumentation. We not only must 
improve our opportunities in our 
offices, but must go outside our 
offices and educate the whole 
public about dentistry as a pro- 
Session. 

Why? Because public educa- 
tion, when supported by compe- 
tent and conscientious service at 
fair fees, has been proved to be 
the road to the highest type of 
success possible to dentists. I can- 
not find the story of a single 
dentist who has followed that 
highway with even reasonable 
intelligence who has not derived 
great benefits. 

In the book THE DENTIsT FACES 
His Future, just off the press, I 
have told the stories of fifteen 
dentists ranging in age from 25 
to 64; all of whom were financial 
failures when their stories began. 
Their skill had gone downhill 
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with their finances, and some 
were beginning to look for jobs 
outside the profession. Under 
the influence of new light and 
methods, each of them imposed 
upon himself the inner discipline 
necessary to learn to become a 
teacher and servant of health 
both in his office and outside. 
These dentists rebuilt their prac- 
tices in the midst of the depres- 
sion by gains varying from $2,000 
a year to more than $20,000. I 
could have told more such stories 
if space had permitted. 

Public education should take 
all of three forms: 1. Chairside 
education 2. Education of groups 
before which you get an oppor- 
tunity to speak 3. Cooperation 
with the schools in health edu- 
cation. For the first two you will 
have to train yourself. The third 
now comes to you ready-made. 

Chairside Education: Most con- 
venient to give. Very important, 
but not sufficient by itself. Must 
deal with dentistry as a profes- 
sion—first, as a preventer of dis- 
ease and deformity and, second, 
as a system of repair. 

Such education requires the 
dentist to learn to talk under- 
standably, interestingly, instruc- 
tively, persuasively, about this 
service. Very few of us can do 
that. We could make no better 
investment than to take courses 
that would teach us how. 

Some of our inability can now 
be overcome by the most recent 
advance in chairside education 
—visual education. Did you ever 
listen to a lecture about a trip 
through the Sierras, about tow- 








ering peaks, jeweled lakes hidden 
in deep valleys and gorgeous sun- 
sets? How clear a mental picture 
did you get out of it? Did you ever 
see a colored print or a painting 
or a movie of the Sierras? Much 
more vivid, wasn’t it? Visual ed- 
ucation, in the same way, gives 
you almost instantly, a better 
mental picture than a lecture 
could. 

Just such instruction by visual 
education is now easily possible 
in dentistry. We can have always 
at hand, at a cost so small as to 
be negligible when compared 
with their value, beautifully col- 
ored charts, pictures, well-made 
models and movies of conditions 
both normal and pathological 
and of restorations and replace- 
ments. Patients who see any of 
these forms of visual education 
get from them what we got from 
the picture of the Sierras—nev, 
clear, definite persuasive percep- 
tions of what we could formerly 
only talk about. And they un- 
derstand and believe what they 
see. 

Chairside education, however, 
is not enough to bring substan- 
tial success to most of us. Ninety 
per cent of all people pass our 
offices without pausing to look in, 
except when driven by necessity. 
They suffer sickness, deformity, 
expense from which we could 
protect them. We could help some 
to additional earnings sufficient 
to pay many times the cost of our 
services. These people must be 
taught, starting from the sim- 
plest elements. If they will not 
come to us, we must go to them. 
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And that brings us to the fact 
that we must step outside our of- 
fices and carry education to the 
people who need us, who will not 
come to us, and with whom we 
have little or no effective con- 
tact. 

Group Education: Apparently 
one of the easiest forms of reach- 
ing such people is to address 
groups. With us, at present, it is 
one of the least effective forms. 
Dentistry as a subject is not in- 
teresting or attractive to people 
generally; and not one in ten 
among us can make it interest- 
ing or persuasive. When we’ve 
been trained to speak so as to do 
our subject and ourselves justice, 
group education will offer splen- 
did opportunities. Dentists who 
have learned how to speak well 
have found it highly profitable. 

Cooperation With The Schools: 
Schools are being compelled to 
teach health, because a vast 
number of children are physi- 
cally substandard; and_ sub- 
standard children cannot be 
taught economically or efficient- 
ly.. They must first be brought 
back to health. Bad dental health 
is an active cause of this sub- 
standard condition in children. 

Thousands of teachers not spe- 
cially trained for health teach- 
ing are being required to teach 
health subjects. There is a great 
shortage of professionally sound, 





‘In one city the teaching of 6000 sub- 
standard children costs $450,000 a year. 
Four thousand of these children are sub- 
Standard from causes to which their 
dental condition is importantly contrib- 
utory. One-third of these conditions are 
probably correctible, in a few years, at 
comparatively small expense. 
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non-commercial, ready-for-use 
teaching material that is inter- 
esting to children. 

That condition opens to us the 
greatest educational opportunity 
we are likely ever to have. If we 
embrace this opportunity, we can 
carry our story of dentistry as a 
profession into the homes and 
minds of the community as we 
cannot in any other way. 

You, through your local so- 
ciety, or individually, can offer 
your superintendent of schools 
or principals the program THE

with no profit strings attached. 
The more cleverly the string is 
hidden, the more suspicious the 
school has to be. You can easily 
show them that there is no profit 
in this for you or any other in- 
dividual. If you make a long 
enough demonstration, you’ll win 
their unqualified approval. 

You and I are under deep 
moral obligation to the commu- 
nities that have educated, estab- 
lished, and protected us. We can 
best repay that obligation by be- 
coming teachers of community 
health. Incidentally, the pay- 
ment of that obligation in that 
way has been the high road to 
the best form of success possible 
to a dentist. 

But, because most of us are 
not community-conscious, such 
pleas don’t get very far, so let us 
get down to the brassiest of brass 
tacks and ask, “What is there in 
this for your professional repu- 
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tation, for your pocketbook now, 
for your bank balance when you 
are old, and for your family if 
you die?” In the bluntest of 
terms, “How much success is 
there in it, and for how long?” 

The best figures obtainable at 
the present time? seem to show 
that in 1936, the best financial 
year since 1929, one dentist in 
twelve barely crossed the thresh- 
hold of financial success, and one 
in four was comfortably success- 
ful. That condition is reached, on 
the average, about fifteen years 
after graduation and appears to 
last only about five years. It is 
followed by a slow, steady, per- 
manent decline. That average 
comes because half the dental 
practices in this country are re- 
pair-service practices. Health- 
service practices generally hold 
up well as long as the dentist’s 
strength lasts, especially if he has 
had sense enough to make friends 
of the children. You cannot make 
a better investment in the stabil- 
ity of your practice than to offer 
these lessons to the schools or 
take out a better insurance policy 
on the duration of your practice 
than to cooperate actively with 
the schools in health education. 

Let three kinds of success from 
three communities bear witness 
to the effect of THE DENTIST Says 
in the schools. 

Financial Success for Dentists: 
The use of THE Dentist Says in 
schools began in Derby, Connec- 
ticut, under the leadership of a 


"There are no figures sufficiently exten- 
sive or exact to beauthoritative for the 
whole profession. 
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teacher who, despite great effort, 
could not get some of her pupils 
to take enough interest in their 
lessons so they could be pro- 
moted. Her dentist suggested the 
use of this program, and she 
used it continuously and intelli- 
gently during three years. Her 
pupils have been thrilled by it; 
they have voluntarily gone to 
dentists for service; and the class 
has finished each year from 97 
per cent to 99% per cent den- 
tally perfect. All her pupils have 
been promoted each year. Last 
year her .pupils secured $470 
worth of dental service from local 
dentists, and they influenced 
older members of their families 
to go to dental offices for over 
$800 worth of service. That is an 
exceptional record. If it had been 
one-third of that, I should have 
been pleased. 

In Bridgeport, Connecticut, 
THE DENTIST SAYS, was used in 
the schools to the extent of 100 
copies per week for three years. I 
provided the copies free out of 
respect and affection to Doctor 
A. C. Fones, to whom I am deeply 
indebted. During the third year 
of the lessons 3500 more pupils 
turned in good dental health 
cards than in any previous year 
and the City Health Officer gave 
THE DENTIST Says credit for this 
increase, since there had been no 
other change in the school health 
system. He thought about 2,000 of 
these pupils had gone to private 
dentists. If their fees averaged 
$1.00 each, it was very profitable 
to the dentists of the city. 

Practice Building: A_ third

rection of Doctor C. Carroll 
Smith. 

The lessons have been put on 
as mimic broadcasts, and the 
photograph shows one _ class 
broadcasting to itself. 

Doctor Smith addressed a 
questionnaire to the principals 
and teachers who use the lessons, 
and the results of his queries 
cover a much wider ground than 
either of the other reports sum- 
marized here. A few of the ques- 
tions and of the replies are sum- 
marized here, since they afford 
invaluable guidance as to how we 
must proceed if we wish to avail 
ourselves of the almost immea- 
surable power of the schools to 
aid us. 

Health Values: Do pupils show 


increased appreciation of dental 


health habits? Eighty-six per 
cent replied yes. Of right food 
values, 65 per cent, yes. Of home 
care of the mouth, 90 per cent, 
yes. Of care by the dentist, 75 
per cent, yes. 

Personality and Attitudes: Do 
the lessons inspire standards of 
habit as to personality and atti- 
tude? Seventy-one per cent, yes. 
Cleanliness of teeth, 75 per cent, 
yes. Neatness in dress, 40 per 
cent, yes. A development of atti- 
tudes toward health conscious- 
ness, 90 per cent, yes. Posture, 60 
per cent, yes. Interest in persons, 
occasions, affairs and things, 75 
per cent, yes. 

Scholastic Values: Is the sub- 





is Peoria, Illinois,

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ject matter in the lessons alive? 
Eighty-two per cent, yes. Are the 
pupils eager for the lesson hour? 
82 per cent, yes. Is the subject 
matter new? 85 per cent, yes. Do 
the lessons stimulate initiative 
in discussion, 82 per cent, yes. Do 
they improve self-expression, 70 
per cent, yes. Do you wish the 
lessons next year? 85 per cent, 
yes. 

So there is in this program not 
only opportunity to develop com- 
munity consciousness about den- 
tal health, which is the one se- 
cure foundation for practice, but 
a chance to repay some of the in- 
debtedness all of us dentists are 
under. 

How can you win the most suc- 
cess? By golfing, bridging, sing- 
ing? By earning a reputation as 
a wonderful technician? Not at 


all! Practices won on such bases 


usually decline by the time the 
dentist reaches 50, and the de- 
cline becomes chronic. 

The best success is built on a 
reputation as a professional man 
and, to the public, that does not 
mean solely a repair man. Let 
one instance suffice. I presented 
THE DENTIST SAys to a broad- 
minded superintendent of health 
and physical education in a large 
school system. At a second inter- 
view, after he had studied the 
material, he said: “Doctor Clapp, 
this is most unusual. We are ac- 
customed to think of dentists as 
among the world’s best techni- 
cians, but as scientific men—no!” 
That opinion, generally held, is 
why the Municipal Civil Service 
Commission of the City of New 
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York offers $1200 a year, with 
maintenance (usually figured at 
$360 a year) for a full-time den- 
tist and $1800 a year for an in- 
structor in barbering. It explains 
why, when an effort is made to 
get a better salary for dentists, 
the Commissioner of Health re- 
plies that he can get all the den- 
tists he wants at $1000 a year, 
and then asks for a reason why 


he should pay more. No dentist’ 


who is a teacher and a compe- 
tent servant of health is ever the 
candidate for such positions. 

In all your community what 
patients would you like best to 
have? Wouldn’t it be the intelli- 
gent members? Are any others 
more intelligent than the educa- 
tors? Who better can appreciate 
the value of preventive service? 
Who must keep more physically, 
mentally, and facially fit? Who 
will better spread your fame? If 
you help them solve health-edu- 
cation problems, you will stick 
your head so far above the dental 
world as to attract immediate 
and favorable attention as an 
outstanding professional man. 
You need never mention your- 
self; in fact, nothing could be 
more unprofessional or undigni-

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fied. You need simply be con- 
vinced of the value of the serv- 
ice you can render the commu- 
nity and show a willingness to 
render it. All other things will 
follow. 

Perhaps your local society will 
appoint a committee with you as 
chairman and _e raise « money 
enough to supply lessons for a 
few school rooms. You’ll have to 
do nine-tenths of the work, but 
be glad of the chance. 

You may have to go it alone. 

As your first step, I suggest 
that you send me a request fora 
SCHOOL APPROACH Book,’ which 
will contain what you need to 
know and to present to your 
schools. Study it until you know 
the story; then take it to the 
school and make your offer.

WE EXPAND OUR PUBLIC RELATIONS 


IT HAS NOT BEEN SO Many years ago that dental meetings were ignored 
by the public and the press. Dentists conducted their meetings usually 
with benefit of clergy to give an invocation, occasionally with the 
presence of a mayor or governor on the platform, and nearly always 
under the handicap of a flippant and flamboyant press. All this seems 
to be changed now. Each year the larger dental meetings in the coun- 
try receive the attention from the public to which dentistry is en- 
titled. The change in the newspaper treatment is particularly signifi- 
cant. Editors are beginning to realize that dentistry is not only news- 
worthy but it is important, and that dentistry is an emerging science 
that must be treated with profound respect. The Milwaukee Meeting 
of the American Dental Association is an excellent example of public 
relationships properly handled. The Governor declared a dental 
health week, the large department stores offered window space for 
dental exhibits, and the metropolitan papers gave excellent coverage 
to the meeting. Both the Milwaukee Sentinel and the Milwaukee 
Journal printed carefully prepared feature stories in their Sunday 
editions concerning the meeting. And in all this copy there wasn’t a 
single gag or wisecrack about dentistry. 

The changed attitude of people in public life with respect to den- 
tistry is best demonstrated by the interest that persons high in the 
affairs of American life are beginning to take in the profession. Two 
personalities stand out significantly at the Milwaukee Meeting. The 
new chairman of the Federal Security Administration, Paul V. Mc- 
Nutt, attended the meeting, not in an official capacity but as a friend 
of several of the dentists in the Indiana delegation. Mr. McNutt’s 
presence at the meeting, the reception that was held in his honor, 
and his recognition that dentistry has a prominent place in Federal 
Security shows how far we have progressed in the past twenty years. 
For a highly placed governmental official to appear voluntarily to 
meet members of the profession and then to discuss their problems is 
highly significant. Quite the opposite of Mr. McNutt in political ideol- 
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ogy is Frank E. Gannett, the well-known newspaper publisher. Mr. 
Gannett is to be reckoned with in political life as well as Mr. McNutt, 
although they represent different political parties. Mr. Gannett ap- 
peared on the program officially and gave a speech on free enterprise. 
It is unfortunate that Mr. Gannett subsequently used this privilege, 
which was accorded to him, as a spring board to propagandize the 
profession for his National Committee to Uphold Constitutional Gov- 
ernment. Following the Milwaukee Meeting, dentists were circularized 
by this Committee and asked to contribute “To form Middle Class 
Voting Bloc to uphold constitutional government and restore free en- 
terprise.” 

We may or may not agree with Mr. Gannett’s political philosophy— 
that is not the point. We are emphasizing that it is poor taste for any- 
one to appear on the program of the American Dental Association and 
use this Association to perpetuate his own interests regardless of how 
important these interests may be. We would cry loudly if anyone used 
the American Dental Association forum for commercial advantage. 
We should cry just as loudly if anyone uses this powerful Association 
for his own political advantage. We are attempting to point out that, 
with this increased interest on the part of the press and the public in 
dentistry as a profession, there is added the great danger that we may 
become enmeshed in partisanship. The dental organization as such 
can never be aligned with any political party or with any particular 
social ideology. 

The representatives of the profession, who opposed the Wagner 
health bill, wisely did so on the basis of the tremendous expenses in- 
volved in this plan, the difficulty of administration, and the dubious 
effects that might spring from it. The committee did not find fault 
with the objectives of the bill, nor did they attempt to class it as the 
outcropping of a particular kind of political thinking. As we become 
more and more important in the national scene, we will have to watch 
with greater care our public relations. We must keep our eyes par- 
ticularly clear to detect those among us who have axes to grind and 
who have propaganda to perpetuate. Dentistry’s greatest danger is 
not from the people without the profession but from the heretics 
within our ranks. If dentistry is sold down the river the selling will be 
done by dentists looking for soft jobs and personal power.

Consider Nation’s Health 


IN ONE OF ITS most important of- 
ficial acts during the Milwaukee 
Meeting, the House of Delegates 
of the American Dental Associa- 
tion, directing its attention to 
the national scene, expressed 
agreement with the broad objec- 
tives of the national health pro- 
eram but not with the methods 
proposed. Early in its sessions at 
the Schroeder Hotel, this official 
body, representing 46,000 den- 
tist members of the Association, 
issued a statement saying in part, 
“The Association has consistently 
favored, upheld and fostered the 
objective that motivates the na- 
tional health program, but has 
expressed its opposition to that 
which makes possible the estab- 
lishment of a system of compul- 
sory health insurance in this 
country.” 

The Wagner health insurance 
bill was disapproved by the adop- 
tion by the convention of a report 
of the National Health Program 
Committee, of which Doctor 
Harold W. Oppice, Chicago, is 
chairman. At the same time the 
convention approved of this Com- 
mittee’s recommendations for a 
national health program to in- 
clude extensive research to dis- 
cover the cause of tooth decay; 
nation-wide educational efforts 
to impress upon children and 
parents the necessity of preven- 
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tive dentistry and the economic 
burden of dental neglect; and a 
method by which the federal 
government could contribute 
funds to aid states in providing 
dental care for the indigent. 

The report of this National 
Health Program Committee pre- 
sented a plan whereby federal 
cooperation could be utilized to 
extend medical and dental serv- 
ices. It advocated establishment 
of a federal department of health 
with a secretary who would be a 
medical graduate and a member 
of the president’s cabinet and a 
first assistant secretary who 
would be a dentist. 

It further suggested that the 
federal government be asked to 
appropriate a sum sufficient to 
establish a federal program of 
dental research, to enable states 
to carry on a comprehensive pro- 
gram of dental education and to 
provide the states with funds to 
care for the dentally indigent. 

Whatever national health pro- 
gram is evolved, the Association 
proposes to be prepared for it. 
This was made clear by Doctor 
R. M. Walls, Chairman of the 
Economics Committee, when he 
announced that a national sur- 
vey of the dental health of adults 
in the United States has been 
undertaken by the Association. 
The purpose of this survey, he

A. M. A. EXONERATED IN ANTITRUST SUIT 


THE GOVERNMENT’S antitrust proceedings against the American Medi- 
cal Association were dismissed July twenty-sixth by Justice James M. 
Proctor of the District of Columbia Federal Court. According to the 
United Press story, he held that the practice of medicine is a profes- 
sion and the Sherman Antitrust Act does not apply to it. In his 
opinion the Act applied only to business and trades. 

On the grounds that they had conspired to restrain trade by fight- 
ing a group system providing medical care at flat monthly charges, 
the Department of Justice had obtained indictments some months 
ago against the-American Medical Association, three other medical 
organizations, and twenty-one physicians. Justice Proctor’s action 
sustained the Association’s demurrer to the indictment. Unless his 
ruling is reversed by a higher court, it will close the case in favor of 
organized medicine. 

The action by the government was undertaken when the Group 
Health Association, Inc., protested that the District of Columbia 
Medical Society was discriminating against it. The Group was formed 
in Washington, D. C., to provide low-cost medical care, especially for 
the lower income groups. It claimed that certain hospitals and physi- 
cians refused to accept patients referred to them by the Group’s phy- 
sicians. Following eight weeks investigation of these charges, the 
government presented the case to the grand jury in the District of 
Columbia. The indictments followed.

New York (New York) Times: 
Following his three year study of 
dentistry and dental education con- 
ducted among 1,250 dentists and 
dental educators in this country 
and Europe, Doctor Alfred J. Asgis, 
of the faculty af the New York Uni- 
versity College of Dentistry, has 
come to the conclusion that com- 
pulsory health insurance is neces- 
sary, if the profession is to keep in 
step with its own technical ad- 
vances. In his report, which is in- 
cluded in his thesis for the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy, Doctor Asgis 
says, “A program of compulsory 
health insurance would provide a 
much-needed service to the broad 
masses of the people and also would 
serve to increase the income level of 
the dental profession.” From the in- 
formation obtained in his study, 
Doctor Asgis has come to believe 
that many of the shortcomings of 
the dental profession can be traced 
to a lack of “social principles” and 
selective standards on the part of 
dental educational institutions. 


The New Yorker (New York): At 
the recent transit-unification hear- 
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ings in New York, a dentist appeared 
regularly and spoke fervently 
against unification. He is Doctor 
Morris Zucker whose dental office is 
at Church Avenue, Brooklyn. His 
knowledge of transit aroused offi- 
cial notice some years back when he 
went up to Albany to testify at a 
transit hearing—purely on his own 
initiative. On being introduced to 
Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
came the usual question, “How does 
a dentist get into transit?” But after 
listening to an hour’s barrage of 
facts and figures from Doctor 
Zuker, Governor Roosevelt asked in 
a stunned way, “How does a transit 
man get into dentistry?” Doctor 
Zucker traces his interest in the sub- 
ject back to an assignment of a pa- 
per on transit that was made by his 
high school economics teacher. Since 
then, he has never turned back. 


Beverly (Massachusetts) Times: 
David F. Burke, a Beverly dentist, 
has just been allowed a patent on a 
new telephone invention. Up to this 
time no one has been able to improve 
on the flat diaphragm tightly at- 
tached to the receiver by the cap, 
which is placed close to the ear while 
telephoning. This restriction of the 
diaphragm causes a smothering of 





natural sound vibrations with the 
result that the voices of many per- 
sons become blurred in telephoning. 
Operators overcome this difficulty by 
pronouncing numbers in an unnat- 
ural manner. Doctor Burke con- 
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ceived the idea of using an unre- 
stricted sinusoidal diaphragm, free 
to follow all the undulations of the 
voice. Besides improving the recep- 
tion on all telephones, it is thought 
that the invention may help in pre- 
venting plane accidents caused by 
pilots not understanding orders be- 
cause of static and distortion in 
their ear phones. 


Collinsville (Illinois) Herald: Why 
Carrollton, Illinois, could get 50,000 
gallons of oil for 4 cents per gallon, 
the price to include spreading on the 
city’s streets, and Collinsville, Illi- 
nois, thirty miles away had to pay 
the same company 5.75 cents per 
gallon, was a big mystery until an 
inquisitive reporter cleared it up 
last month. He called on Mayor D. D. 
Vedder, of Carrollton, in his dental 
office, and asked to know how he did 
it. Mayor Vedder explained that he 
has made it a practice for several 
years to insist on competitive bid- 
ding among all the oil companies. 
While he has been threatened with 
suit, the bidders have always come in 
and submitted revised bids until the 
city got one that was acceptable. In 
other words, he pays only for the oil 
and nothing for “grease” to spread 
around among candidates and of- 
ficials. 


Palo Alto (California) Times: A 
monograph on the health of the 
American college student has just 
been published, following a two- 
year research program covering 
550 colleges, by Doctor Charles E. 
Shepard, director of the student 
health service of Stanford, and R. 
Harold S. Diehl, dean of medical 
science at the University of Minne- 
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sota. In their studies of leading 
causes of deficiency and ill-health 
among college students, dental defi- 
ciencies were found to be the most 
prevalent, although not necessarily 
the most serious health problem. Of 
every 1,000 students, it was found, an 
average of 700 have dental defects 
that need correcting. 


Waynesburg (Pennsylvania) Dem- 
ocrat-Messenger: H. A. Wright, den- 
tist of Hundred, narrowly escaped a 
serious eye injury when a tooth he 
was extracting flew out of the for- 
ceps and shattered the right lens of 
his glasses. The tooth glanced off 
the lens and struck the floor about 
ten feet away.

Dislocated Jaw 


Q.—I have a patient under my su- 
pervision who is an epileptic and is 
continually falling during convul- 
sions and dislocating her jaw. This 
unfortunate occurrence seems to be 
happening with increasing frequency 
during the past few months. At first 
it was only once in a while, but now 
it is nearly every time that the pa- 
tient has a convulsion. 

I thought perhaps it would be pos- 
sible to band the molar teeth with 
rubbers or springs or some such de- 
vice to give her some _ protection 
against a recurrence of this in the 
future. However, I am not at all sure 
that this is practical, as her cata- 
tonic movements during her convul- 
sive seizures are extremely hard, and 
it may be that there is no appliance 
that would hold. If you have any 
suggestions in this matter, I should 
certainly appreciate your conveying 
them to me.—G. W. F., Illinois. 

A.—In our experience with epi- 
leptics we have found that they 
grind their teeth during a seizure, 
so it is hard for us to visualize 
what occurs that results in a dis- 
location in the case of your pa- 
tient. 

If your patient falls and dislo- 
cates her jaw by striking against 
the floor or some object, an inter- 
dental splint would be indicated. 
But if her mouth is forced wide 
open by the depressor muscles 
and the joint thus dislocated, we 


feel there is no preventive meas- 
ure at your command other than 
wiring the jaws together as for a 
mandibular fracture. And you 
would hardly be justified in such 
an extreme measure. 

The pre-seizure “aura” is so 
short in most cases that one 
would not have time to put on a 
Barton bandage, which might 
help when first put on. If left on 
long they become so loose they 
wouldn’t be of much help. 

The interdental splint could be 
worn except at meal time and 
when cleaning the teeth.—GEORGE 
R. WARNER. 


Canker Sores 


I noticed an article of yours in 
OrAL HYGIENE On canker sores? in 
answer to a question by Doctor 
H. H., New York. They are caused 
by a specific organism, cancrum 
oris and, if the dentist would pro- 
vide his patient with crystals of 
copper sulphate and have him 
rub them on the sore spots, they 
would disappear in one day. This 
is provided they are on the mu- 
cous membrane, On the lips, the 
best remedy for -canker sores is 
camphor ice.

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CANNED FOODS AND 


HUMAN ENERGY REQUIREMENTS 


@ An adequate supply of food energy is 
one of a number of nutrient require- 
ments of man. Fortunately, all nutrients 
—with the exception of water, minerals 
and accessory factors—supply chemical 
energy which the body can utilize to sup- 


ort muscular activity and life processes. 
ndividual foods will, however, ag in 


the extent to which they supply food 


energy. 


The energy requirements of man and 


the caloric values ef foods have long been 
fields of active investigation. Energy re- 


quirements are measured in terms of a 


heat unit, the calorie. Many researches (1) 
show that human caloric requirements 
are variable and influenced by a number 
of factors. 


During periods such as infancy, child- 
hood, pregnancy and lactation, or during 
convalescence oe wasting illness, ener- 
eee nutrients are required both 
or support of body activity and for tissue 
formation. However, for the average 
adult, food energy intake should balance 
energy expenditure. For adults, variation 
in activity is the chief factor influencing 
variation in energy requirement; age, 
sex, size and body build being compar- 
able. Sedentary occupations may require 
a food energy intake of 2500 vo Ss. per 


day; 5000 calories might be necessary if 


the individual engaged in strenuous mus- 
cular activity. Close approximations are 
available for the sane food energ 
requirements of individuals during dif- 
ferent stages of the life cycle and engaged 
in various activities (1, 2). 


Experiments (3) have alsodemonstrated 
that oxidation of foodstuffs in the animal 
body—due allowance being made for the 
energy contents of the end-products of 
oxidation—yields the same number of 


calories as are produced by the oxidation 
of similar foodstuffs in the combustion 
type calorimeter. Since the potential 
food energy of foodstuffs resides in their 
contents of carbohydrates, fats and pro. 
teins, the available calorific value of an 

food may be readily calculated (4) by 
using the factors 4, 9 and 4 calories per 
gram of these respective nutrients. Of 
these food components, the carbohy- 
drates and fats are those which conti 
ute most towards attainment of our 
varied, food energy requirements. Re- 
liable tables are available (5) which list 
the calorific contributions of most com. 
mon foods. 

It has been established first, that foods 
—principally by virtue of their carbo- 
hydrate and fat contents—contribute 
energy for use by the human body; and 
second, that the human energy require- 
ment is conditioned by many factors and 
may vary widely. An adequate supply of 
food energy is, of course, one of the 
necessary objectives of proper nutrition. 
However, individual attributes such as 
vitality, strength or endurance are influ- 
enced by—but not solely dependent on— 
proper nutrition, in which adequate food 
energy is supplied. 

he food energy values of commercially 
canned foods are essentially those of the 
raw materials from which they are pre- 
pared. In some instances, the natural 
caloric values of the raw foods may have 
been enhanced by the medium in which 
they were packed, for example, carbo- 
bydvats-boetele syrups or sauces used in 
the canning procedure. Consequently, 
since canned foods include alate of 
both high and low caloric intakes, such 
foods are valuable in formulating diets to 
supply any intake of food energy which 
might be desired.

FIG. A shows a practical case with intercusping posteriors, 
made by a recognized denture specialist. We show it to 
emphasize the care and patience required to establish per- 
fect centric occlusion with such teeth. There are a great 
many small planes on a set of intercusping posteriors, each 
of which must be set to meet an opposing inclined plane. 
Isn’t it a shame that after all the care and effort taken to 
bring about this fine result, something invariably happens 
to “throw it out?” 


As certain as death and taxes, normal resorption of the 
ridges commences and as a result when the bite closes slightly 
the mandible moves upward and forward. In the edentulous 
mouth, cusps striking even a small fraction of a millimeter 
off from where we intended them to strike, will cause trouble. 
When the mandible does move upward and forward, the cusps 
strike somewhat as illustrated in FIG. B. Movement or dis- 
lodgement of one or both plates is the result. With each masti- 
cating movement, the lower plate will be forced back at the 
expense of the supporting tissues and ridges. 


Conclusion—intercusping teeth are bound to be thrown 
out of mesh sooner or later and that holds true regardless of 
the angle of the cusps. What is needed is a posterior occlusal 
area that can accommodate itself to normal settling or resorp- 
tion and be free running without cuspal interference. This is
